Arraigned before his Peers, proved guilty of 
Treaſon, and Executed ; who upon his death 
bewailed his breach of promiſe to the Queen;

In the mean time the Condemned Queen 
writes to Queen Elizabeth, Requeſting Three 
Things of her, Firſt, That ſhe being Dead, 
her Body might be Tranſported into France 
to be Buried there nigh the Aſhes of her dear 
Mother. Secondly, That ſhe might nor ſuffer 
clancularly, but in the preſence of her Servants. 
And Laſtly, That they might all peaceably Enjoy 
thoſe ſmall Legacies,which her Poor and Exiled 
Condition was capable of Bequeathing them. 

Neither 
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Neither was King fames all this time remils 
in his Endeavours to procure his Mothers Dc- 
liverance, both by Perſuations and Commu- 
nications if any way it might be EffeCted, to 
whom the French King joyned Endeavours, 
urging it with Reaions of greateſt gjMo- 
ment.

That if this Sentence 
were Executed, all Chrijtian Kings would bc- 
leye all their Honours and Rights woundcd 
in that blow : and would accordingly reſent 
it and Avenge it. "That her only Son King 
Zamegs , could never in Honour or Duty ſer 
down quiet under {ſuch an Affront. And in 
fine, That Heaven 'it {elf muſt needs Arm 
againſt ſo Blaody a Deſign : and therefore they 
adjure her by all the Love ſhe bears unto her 
ſelf, by all the Reſpedts ſhe bears to her own 
People the Nation of E-»g2r4, that ſhe forbcar 
the Execution.

ſo mercileſs a Blow ; then ſhe figned her At- 


tendants with the Sign of the Croſs, and. 


having kifled them all, ſhe (milingly bids 
them tarewell, at which they poor Souls wezp 
moſt bitterly, with Sighs and Tears inexprc\- 
fible, for waich ſhe meekly reproved them, 
ſaying, Nay what do you mean, do you ſuffer 
your ſelves to be Tranſported with Grief, not- 
withſtanding you know Tam going to Exchange 
a Temporal Kingdom full of Miſery, for an 
Everlaſting Empire filled with all Felicity.

Her Body was firſt 
Buried in the Cathedral Church in Peterborough, 
and afrer many Years in the Reign of her 
Son taken up and buried amongſt her An- 
ceſtors in Weſtminſter, and by an unknown 
Author had this Inſcription {et upon her 
Tomb in Peterborough.
